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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


SOVIET Grain Harvest Pace Reported. As of July 25, small grains and 
pulses were cut over an area of 26.8 million hectares, of which 21.5 million 
were threshed, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Moscow. The 
harvest is ahead of last year's, when 17.6 million hectares were cut and 11.4 
million threshed as of July 27, but it lags marginally behind the Ar 
corresponding averages of 1982-86. During those five years, an average of = NAY 
28.7 million hectares were cut and 22.9 million threshed. This year's wet 
weather in European USSR has slowed the harvest somewhat. 
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BRAZIL To Accelerate Rice Export Subsidy Program. Brazil has = 
evidently decided to accelerate its recently announced US$7.3 million program ~ 
to subsidize exports of up to 450,000 tons of government-held rice stocks. y 
After previously declaring that the stocks, mostly paddy rice, would be sold 
entirely by public tender, it now seems that only a small amount will be sold 
that way, with the bulk soon to be offered commercially through two local 
commodity exchanges weekly to speed up the export process. The reason for the 
move reportedly is to avoid price-depressing competition with Thai rice later 
in the year. These sales would represent the first rice exports by Brazil 


since 1978 and will likely compete in traditional European and African markets 
‘with U.S. rice. 
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THAILAND Expected To Increase 1988/89 Corn Exports. With improved 
prospects for the 1988 Thai corn harvest, it appears that Thailand's supplies 
of exportable corn could exceed the 2.6 million tons projected for the 1988/89 
marketing year (Oct/Sept), according to the U.S. agricultural attache in 
Bangkok. This follows a drought-reduced crop in 1987/88 which has restricted 
Thai corn exports to about 1 million tons and enabled the United States to 
capture some of Thailand's traditional corn markets in the Pacific Rim and 
Southeast Asia. With increased supplies in 1988/89, Thailand may be able to 
regain its markets and displace the United States in others. 


Moreover, there are indications that Japan and Taiwan may relax their 
strict aflatoxin tolerances which have virtually precluded Thai corn sales to 
those markets. This development would allow Thailand to sharply expand its 


market share in countries that normally purchase most of their corn from the 
United States.
